A large number of people 
met with the City Council Tues- 
day night. Those attending were 
there for various purposes, in- 
cluding two who “just wanted to 
see what was happening.” The

Enterprise. The pro and con 
of the matter will center around 
the increased bill to all tele- 
phones each month. City offi- 
cials pointed out, however, that 
Enterprise residents can call 
over 8,000 different phones for 
$10.15 per month while Elba 
pays $9.25 to call 3,000 phones 
toll free. The base rateinNew 
Brockton is $9.85 and they can 
call toll free to Enterprise. 
Local citizens who have en- 
couraged this discussion ex- 
pressed that they feel it will 
benefit both business and pri- 
vate citizens.

Drug Abuse Is Rising 


WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 
By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a faise 
security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse witich could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70's. 
This series teilg why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


This is the 10th article in a 13 part series. 


LSD AND OTHER HALLUCINOGENS 


Probably the most alarming statistic on LSD is the fact 
that when under its influence the user on a “trip” will act 
in a manner closely resembling actual insanity. Using this 
drug has resulted in suicides and accidental deaths across the 
nation. Further, the user can go into hallucinations without 
taking the drug again, and suffer all of the ill effects of the 
drug, for up to three years after the last dose was taken! 
LSD is usually taken in liquid form, capsule, pill or dropped 
on a sugar cube and swallowed. All indications of use of this 
drug point to severe disruption of the personality, tempor- 
arily or permanently, with variations depending on individual 
tolerance. Color of this deadly enemy is blue, but sometimes 
in tablet form it can be white. 

Hallucinogens, basically speaking, are drugs which cause the 
user to have hallucinations, or dreams while fully awake. 
Imagining that things are happening, that are not really happen- 
ing are usual reactions, and lead to responses from the user 
that cause destructiveness, wild belligerence and insane actions. 
Why would anyone even consider experimentation with drugs 
like this? Users often admit, whentrying to get off these drugs, 
that it was all for the “fun” of getting “high”, and was brought 
about by the “do-your-own-thing” craze that our society has 
seemingly encouraged. : 

There are inany other halfucinogenic drugs including morning 
glory seeds, STP, Mescaline, DMT, DET, Psilocybin, Bufotenine, 
Tbogaine, LBJ, THC, and even ordinary nutmeg. The use of 
some of these dates back to Indian cultures, when they were 
used in ancient religious rites. But, surely there is no need 
in modern America for people to live in a dream world. This 
country, with all its real and imaginary faults, still offers 
people the most opportunity, the best means to achieve personal 
satisfaction and success, and the healthiest life style obtainable 
in the world! Why should any of us, or our children, revert to 
the days of ignorance? 

To win the drug abuse war, we must all learn everything poss- 
ible there is to know about the drug problem. Only through 
true knowledge can we hope to come out the victors!

‘A Presidential Classroom 
for Young Americans provides 
a concentrated study of United 


Stutes government to selected

As an enriching educational 
and personal experience, the 
program seeks to create anen- 
lightened awareness of the

STORAGE AIDS 

“A place for everything and 
everything in its place,” was 
grandma’s adage. This still 
holds true. However, today’s 
vast assortment of storage aids 
helps cut down the time spent 
in housekeeping and organiz- 
ing. 

Improve your storage situa- 
tion room by room. First, go 
through all articles carefully 
and dispose of unused and/or 
unwanted items taking up val- 
uable space. Consider storing 
those that are seldom used. 

Clean everything as you go 
through and consider its worth 
Then 
items for hand storage. Who 
uses it, how often and where 
are the basic questions. De- 
termine how the objects can 
best be placed for that parti- 
cular use. 

It is important to give “up 
front” preference to frequent- 
ly used articles--everyday 
dishes and silverware, in sea+ 
son clothing accessories. Also, 
group things used together and 
locate them in the area of use 
as much as possible. For ex- 
ample, when there is morethan 
one bathroom, have cleaning 
supplies at hand in each room. 


BABY BEEF 

A good beef roast is always 
a treat. But if you are using 
the plentiful, baby beef is a good 
choice also. Hereare sometips 
on successful roasting. 

To retain juices, tenderness 
and flavor of a roast, cook at 
a low temperature or moderate 


temperature. Buy a big enough 


roast--four pounds or larger-- 
to avoid overcooking, especial- 
ly if some rare or medium rare 
meat is desired. If using baby 
beef lacking fat cover, put two 
or three strips of bacon over 
top before roasting. Meat with 
an outside layer of fat takes 
longer to cook than meat with 
little or no fat cover. 
Remember boneless and 
rolled roasts need more 
cooking time per pound than 
those with bone in. A small 
roast requires more minutes 
per pound to cook than a large 
roast but the total cooking time 
is less. Finally salt a roast 
after cooking as salt penetrates

HOME GARDENING WITH 
MULCHES 
“High food prices, short- 


ages, and economic conditions 
are prompting more interest 
in backyard gardens than we 
have seen since the Victory 
Gardens of World War II,” 
says Bill Hughes, District 
Conservationist for the Soil 
Conservation Service 

“A backyard garden plan 
should include conservation pr- 
actices,” Hughes said 

“The seed packets usually 
say, ‘plant in well-drained, fer- 
tile soil with plenty of sun- 
shine.’ This is sound advice, 
but many of us live in areas 
that do not have ‘well-drained, 
fertile soil.’” 

“Some soils are cloddy and 
hard. Plant roots have a hard 
time penetrating the tough clay 
soil. In wet seasons, the roots 
may literally suffocate. Other 
soils are sandy and excessively 
drained, Plant food and water 
quickly pass through this kind 
of soil, leaving the plants with- 
out water and nutrients.” 

“Often the only garden spot 
available is on a sloping area. 
This may present erosion pro- 
blems.” 

What do professional soil 
scientists say about the pro- 
blem? “What is neededin most 
garden soils may be summed up 
in three words,” Joel Childs, 
Soil Scientists for the Soil 
Conservation Service, says, 
“More organic matter.” 

“A mulch such as straw, 
leaves, grass, and sawdust 
helps prevent erosion,” Childs 
said. “It protects the soil 
from hard rains that washaway 
soil particles. It keeps the wind 
from blowing the soil away. 
Organic matter helps heavy soil 
absorb water better, loosens it 
up for better root growth, and 
makes more minerals avail- 
able. Similarly, organic mat- 


ter in sandy soils act likeasp- - 


onge and holds plant food and 
moisture for the vegetables to 
use,” continued Childs. 

“But you can’timprove your 
soils by adding just a little or- 
ganic matter--you need a lot. 
If you buy it in the form of peat 
moss, bark, or manure, it 
can be expensive.” 

“The most practical answer 
for most people is the home 
compost heap. In the course 
of six months or 2 year, most

SPRING PAINTING 

Are you painting your kit- 
chen or bathroom walls? Some- 
one might need reminding that 
the kitchen walls are usually 
covered witha film ofgrease... 
and bathroom walls may have 
steamed on dirt. The grease 
and dirt must be removed be- 
fore painting. Wash the sur- 
face with a strong household 
cleanser, turpentine or miner- 
al spirits. If the paint is gloss 
or semigloss, cutthegloss with 
fine sandpaper or steel wool.

people will send away enough 
grass Clippings, leaves, and 
other organic wastes to create 
a real home fertilizer factory.’ 

“The recipe for your home 
fertilizer factory is simple: 
Build a container or wire fence, 
wood, or concrete blocks, pre- 
ferably in a remote, shady part 
of your yard. Instead of over- 
burdening your sewage dis- 
posal facilities with garbage 
ground up in your kitchen dis- 
posal unit, put all organic 
wastes such as coffee grounds, 
potato peelings, and other veg- 
etable wastes in your compost 
heap. Leaves, grass clippings, 
wood ashes, and anything else 
that is originally from plants 
can go in. But don’t put meat 
wastes or bones in the compost 
because they will attract dogs 
and cats. If you have leftover 
soil from. potting flowers or 


a little leftover fertilizerfrom , 


your lawn, pitch that in too. 
Stir the materials from timeto 
time and keep damp in dry 
spells. In about six months 
you will have created a super- 
ior organic fertilizer.” 

“These domestic organic 
wastes of kitchen and lawn 
trimmings comprise 18 to 30 
percent of our nation’s solid 
waste materials. By recycling 
your own organic garbage in 
your garden, you will improve 
the environment while reducing 
your grocery bill,” Hughes 
Said.

Drug Abuse Is Rising 


WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 
By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department 


This is the 11th article in a 13 part series.

Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
Security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old hews, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70's. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


HOW DOES IT FEEL TO BE A DRUG ADDICT? 

Many years ago if you wanted to learn how it felt to be a drug 
addict you'd visit a ghetto or skid row. Today addicts can be 
found in any and every section of American society including the 
most affluent. Of course, people hooked on drugs, especially 
when “high” are not going to sit down and tell you the true 
facts of how it feels, but those who have come to the terrifying 
realization that they are addicts and need help, tell facts that 
should awaken the most doubting cynics on the subject of the 
dangers of drug misuse. Following are some questions put to 
drug addicts after starting treatment for their habits, and the 
answers they gave the interviewer. 

Q. What affect did your use of drugs have on your grades in 
school? 

A. “At first I had the feeling that my drug use helped me to 
think more clearly, be more creative and artistic. Later 
too late. . .I found that everyone else was laughing at me because 
my work was actually nonsensical. Soon I was forced to drop 
out of school because my grades were so bad, and instead of being 
alarmed about it, I laughed and was glad to be free of the worry 
of school.” 

Q. How did the use of drugs influence your family relation- 
ship? 

A. “What relationship? There was none left My wife left me 
and took the children with her. Our home was repossessed, 
I lost my car back to the finance company, my parents were 
completely disgusted with me, and I owed so much money 
I could never get out of debt. I turned to Stealing from people 
to support my habit.” 

Q. Would you say it was fun to be on drugs when you were 
“high”? 

A. “Yes, you think at the time it is the greatest feeling ever 
Nothing worries or bothers you, everything is great! But, 
when you can’t get your drugs for lack of money, or even when 
you are temporarily out of it, the feeling is the same as being 
in hell. The physical and mental torment is unbearable, and 
sometimes you think you'd kill your best friend if you had to 
just to get another fix.” 

Q. Did your good friends remain friends after you were 
hooked? 

A. “At first yes, but later those who were not on drugs 
themselves just drop you. They can’t stand the crazy things 
you do. So, you build your friends among your own kind, the 
other drug users, and tell yourself to hell with everyone else.” 


Q. What advice would you give to a person not now on drugs 
who is being tempted to experiment with drug use? 
A. “I'd tell them for God's sake don’t be an idiot. Friends 


who are on drugs will tell you anything to get you to join them, 
make any kind of promises. Who needs friends like that who 
want to help you ruin your life?” 

A famous slogan in advertising for a certain automobile used 
to say, “Ask The Man Who Owns One.” The person, young 
or old, who finds himself being tempted into a drug habit should 
do the same---ask a person who has been through the tortures 
of the drug scene. Ask the fellow who has been dropped from 
school. Ask the fellow who has lost his job. If the addict you 
ask is now trying to quit by undergoing treatment, the answer 
will always be the same---DON’T BE AN IDIOT!
